Foreign money in huge 
amounts was lent to the devastated country by 
Britain and other compassionate states, in hope 


that the Austrians could work out for them- 
selves some scheme of self-support. It was a 
mis-calculation. Austria has known no such 


thing as prosperity, or even tolerable conditions, 
since the strangling tariffs were built around 
its borders. 

Hence while the world celebrated the birth 
of One who sacrificed himself for the good of 
others, the problem of Austria’s Government 
is to keep its people from killing themselves 
rather than continue to endure semi-starvation. 
If Austria sinned greatly, it has suffered a heavy 
penalty. 

The same mad orgy of tariff-building which 
completed the ruin of that once powerful empire 
plunged its fromer allies and enemies alike into 
the worst period of distress they have ever 
known. In the fate of Austria they may see 
what awaits all of them unless they return to 
economic sanity. No country can live like a 
hermit and live prosperously.

| Hemorrhoids May

nervous system. There are few parts of the body 
where the nerves sensitive and from 
which so many reflex pains and irritations may 


are so 


arise. : 

The patient with protruding hemorrhoids is 
generally conscious of them as they cause con- 
siderable distress and are noticeable. However, 
internal hemorrhoids exist without the 
conscious awareness of the patient and some- 
times these small ones which are not inducing 
any conscious distress will bring about the more 
severe nervous symptoms. By reflex action, 
they may have a definite effect upon one cer- 
tain group of nerves, or they may affect the en- 
tire nervous system.

Beyond any question of a doubt, the pres- 
ence of hemorrhoids must be considered one of 
the most important physical causes of nervous- 
ness. 


Hemorrhoids may be described as varicose 
tumors inasmuch as they very closely resemble 
varicose veins, and constitute one of the most 
common of all rectal disorders. These veins en- 
large because of some interference with the flow 
of blood away from the region which they serve. 
These particular veins seem especially likely to 
enlarge because they do not contain the usual 
valves which other veins contain to keep the 
blood from flowing backward. 


Some of the causes of hemorrhoids are: Slug- 
gishness of the liver, prolapsus, misplacement 
of the uterus, long continued sitting or standing, 
straining through lifting, over-use of laxatives, 
and pregnancy. However, by far the most im- 
portant cause is constipation. Those who are 
forced to strain to bring about a movement will 
sooner or later develop hemorrhoids. It will 
readily be understood that the pressure of re- 
tained material will of itself tend to cause pres- 
sure on the veins which in time results in their 
becoming engorged and stretched. 

Hemorrhoids are classed in two divisions. the 
external and the internal. The external hemorr- 
hoid is covered with skin and when engerged 
with blood and,inflamed, causes extreme pain. 
The internal hemorrhoid is covered with mucous 
membrane. 

The symptoms arising from internal hemorr- 
hoids vary according to their stage of develop- 
ment. In the first stage, the varicosed veins are 
covered with normal membrane, and can not 
readily be felt with the fingers during examin- 
ation, The usual symptom is occasional blieed- 
ing. In the second stage, the varicose tumors are 
much Jarger and have stretched lengthwise, in 
such a way as to make them longer. They tend 
to protrude or “come down” when an intestinal 
elimination takes place but are readily returned. 
In the third stage, they are stil] larger, protrude 
even more frequently and may be troublesome 
when the patient walks or stands for any length 
of time. The hemorrhoids may be so painful that 
sitting causes marked discomfort. Other symp- 
toms are itching, stinging, burning, a feeling of 
fullness and bleeding. Sometimes eczema starts 
on the surrounding skin because the surface is 
irritated by a persistent discharge of mucus. As 
the hemorrhoids become more and more in- 
flamed, they become markedly sore and un- 
doubtedly cause the patient considerable local 
distress.

Arthur Brisbane has been mentioned so fre- 
quently in this column that the death, at 72, of 
America’s best paid and best-known columnist 
calls for mention. 

Brisbane's fortune and misfortune was to be 
the voice of Hearst. He became the shop-girl’s 
Addison, the man of multitudinous readers, Over 
2,400 daily and weekly newspapers subscribed 
for his column “Today.” They made possible 
his salary of $260,000 a year. He was by far the 
best-paid though by no means the best column- 
ist in United States. 


His latter efforts in ridicule of the League of 
Nations and the British Crown, and his rejoicing 
over bombings of helpless Ethiopians and Span- 
ish Republicans were probably honest convic- 
tions as well as the opinions of Hearst. Both 
were wealthy men, anxious to see United States 
sell oil to Italy and fearful of the spread of 
socialistic thought. Brisbane’s last crusade was 
to try and make the American masses believe 
that the reason the British government was 
opposed having King Edward marry Mrs. Wally 
Simpson was because she was an American. It 
led to his suggestion that a marriage be arranged 
between King Edward and the daughter of Haile 
Selassie. Writing for the elementary minds of 
his constituency, Brisbane made use of capitals 
to emphasize any ideas which he feared his 
readers might otherwise not grasp. So he ended 
his paragraph suggesting that the British mon- 
arch marry the dusky princess of the ex-Emper- 
or of Ethiopia with the clinching argument in 
capitals; ' 

“and she has this great advantage, SHE 

IS NOT AN AMERICAN.” 

A man of considerable intelligence, he knew 
how to play on the emotions and hatreds of the 
people who took his column as gospel. His 
death will be a sad reminder of mortality to the 
aged philanderer of San Simeon, whose opinions 
he voiced, whose fortunes were bound up with 
his own, and whose years were identica! with 
his.

“It appears that some petson or persons, 
with a sense of humor or otherwise, fixed 
up a so-called Social Credit House, which 
was taken off the back lot of someone's 
property, and placed on the centre boule- 
vard of the main street. 


“Pictures were taken of it and the 
police apparently had instructions to secure 
the negatives and photographs. Some have 
been so widely scattered that they cannot 
be traced, although many have been sent 
to Calgary, Edmonton and other places. 

“It is understood that one negative has 
been located and confiscated.” 


Ordinarily, a photographic negative is the 
property of the owner and cannot be taken 
from him without due process of law. In this 
case the government is doubtless exercising its 
right of eminent domain, fearful lest the ex- 
hibition of the photograph of the supposed 
Social Credit House should start a rush for 
basic dividends before February 22 next, the 
date when they are due. 

Apart from the impiety, a serious aspect is 
that the bogus Credit House had been taken out 
of production at a time when it is necessary that 
the fullest production should take place if we 
are to get the largest possible dividend.

The stratosphere mutations were 
not different in kind than those 
common in the scientific labora- 
tories, but there were five times as 
many of them. The place where this 
active “kettle” of new life “brewed” 
was a layer of atmosphere about 
three miles thick. The layer was 
not only extremely cold but con-
